The  Vermont  Sesquicentennial  Half  Dollar 
and  the  Catamount  Tavern 


tiations  were  held  with  the  British,  and  the 
possibihty  that  Vermont  might  become  a  part 
of  Canada  was  explored.  However,  Vermont 
remained  an  independent  state  until  it  finally 
joined  the  Union  in  1791. 

Ira  Allen,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Green 
Mountain  Boys  and  later  was  active  in  govern¬ 
ment,  was  influential  in  drafting  Vermont’s 
declaration  as  an  independent  state  in  1777. 
Allen  served  in  the  General  Assembly  and  was 
state  treasurer  1778-1786.  His  gift  of  $4,000 
estabhshed  the  University  of  Vermont.  De¬ 
spite  his  recognition  as  the  founder  of  Ver¬ 
mont,  his  life  ended  ignominiously.  Following 
a  purchase  of  arms  firom  France  for  the  State  of 
Vermont  in  1795,  he  sought  to  re¬ 
turn  with  them  to  America.  On  the 
way  back  AUen  was  captured  by  the 
British,  who  accused  him  of  supply¬ 
ing  munitions  to  Ireland.  Finally  in 
1801  he  returned  to  Vermont, 
where  he  found  himself  penniless 
and  in  danger  of  being  thrown  into 
debtors’  prison  because  of  tax  defi¬ 
ciencies.  Leaving  the  state  which  he 
founded,  Ira  Alien  fled  to  Philadel¬ 
phia.  His  death  occurred  in  January 
1 8 1 4,  by  which  time  he  was  virtually 
penniless.  His  estate  was  valued  at 
only  $70. 

A  portrait  of  Ira  AUen  was  chosen 
as  the  motif  for  the  obverse  of  the 
Vermont  Sesquicentennial  half  dol¬ 
lar.  Charles  Keck,  who  earlier  de¬ 
signed  the  gold  doUar  for  the 
Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  sug¬ 
gested  a  difierent  portrait  of  Ira  AUen  for  the 
obverse  and  a  depiction  of  the  Catamount 
Tavern,  a  1777  gathering  spot,  on  the  reverse. 
Operated  by  Stephen  Fay  and  his  sons  Joseph 
and  Jonas,  the  Catamount  Tavern  was  a  smaU

The  150th  anniversary  of  the  independence 
of  Vermont  and  the  Battle  of  Bennington  was 
commemorated  by  half  doUars  dated  1927,  but 
authorized  by  Congress  two  years  in  advance 
of  the  celebration,  on  February  24, 1925.  In  its 
original  form  the  congressional  bUl  (submitted 
onjanuary  9, 1925)  caUed  for  commemorative 
gold  doUars  and  sUver  halfdoUars,  but 
the  provision  for  gold  doUars 
was  later  dropped.  The  Ver¬ 
mont  Sesquicentennial  Com¬ 
mission  intended  that  funds 
derived  would  benefit  the 
study  of  history. 

Although  Vermont  had 
been  explored  by  French  and 
British  trappers  and  others  in  the 
1600s,  it  was  not  until  1724  that  the 
first  permanent  fort  was  erected  in 
the  area,  a  settlement  by  the  British. 

Fifteen  years  later  Governor 
Benning  Wentworth  of  New 
Hampshire  asserted  that  the  hmits 
of  his  state  extended  to  about  20 
miles  east  of  the  general  hne  de¬ 
scribed  by  the  northward  course  of 
the  Hudson  River  including  Ver¬ 
mont.  Governor  George  Clinton  of 
New  York  took  immediate  excep¬ 
tion  to  what  he  considered  to  be  a 
brazen  claim  and  insisted  that  Ver¬ 
mont  belonged  to  his  state.  Later 
British  authorities  resolved  the  dis¬ 
pute  by  awarding  the  land  to  New 
York. 

Settlers  in  Vermont,  most  of  whom  felt 
greater  aUegiance  to  New  Hampshire  or  be¬ 
hoved  that  Vermont  should  be  an  independent 
area,  resisted  New  York’s  claim.  Ethan  AUen 
(1739-1789)  and  Ira,  his  younger  brother 
(1751-1814),  formed  a  group  of  insurgents 
known  as  the  Green  Mountain  Boys,  “Ver¬ 


mont”  being  the  French  language  equivalent 
of  “green  mountain.”  Soon  thereafter  the 
Revolutionary  War  erupted,  and  the  Green 
Mountain  Boys  captured  Fort  Ticonderoga 
firom  the  British.  The  boundary  dispute  with 
New  York  was  set  aside. 

Onjanuary  15,  1777,  at  a  meeting  held  in 
Windsor,  a  town  in  the  eastern  section  ofV er- 
mont  just  across  the  Connecticut  River 
from  New  Hampshire,  Vermont  de¬ 
clared  its  independence.  During  the 
foUowing  summer  the  Green 
Mountain  Boys,  by  that  time  led  by 
Captain  John  Stark  and  Colonel 
Seth  Warner  (Warner  was  a  cousin 


of  the  AUens) ,  together  with  N  ew  Hamp  shire 
militia  and  local  citizens,  overwhelmed  and 
defeated  a  contingent  of  British  forces  (aug¬ 
mented  by  hired  Hessian  soldiers)  at  the  Battle 
of  Bennington  on  August  16th.  Vermont 
sought  to  become  a  state  of  the  Union,  but 
Congress  did  not  approve.  At  one  time  nego¬

Struck  from  copy  dies  produced  shortly  before  the 
Civil  War.  The  pieces  were  brought  to  market  in  a 
scenario  worthy  of  the  combined  efforts  of  David  U. 
Proskey  and  Thomas  Wise,  butactually  centeringaround 
the  activities  of  Horatio  N.  Rust,  a  prominent  numis¬ 
matist  of  his  day.  A  comphcated  story  reached  print, 
stating  that  C.  Wyllys  Betts,  a  teenager,  had  “found” 
original  dies  at  the  site  of  the  Broome  &  Pbtt  store  in 
New  Haven,  Connecticut,  at  an  address  which  decades 
earher  had  been  a  mint  for  the  contract  coinage  of  Fugio 
coppers.  Some  account  of  Rust  is  given  in  American 
Numismatics  Before  the  Civil  War,  1760-1860,  by  Q. 
David  Bowers — available  from  leading  numismatic 
booksellers  everywhere.

John  Reichjoined  the  Mint  stafFin  1 807  and  imme¬ 
diately  went  to  work  preparing  new  coinage  designs, 
eventually  re-vising  every  denomination.  A  few,  such  as 
the  half  dime  and  quarter  denominations,  were  not 
produced  until  several  years  later.  All  other  denomina¬ 
tions  had  new  designs  introduced  between  1807  and 
1809.  The  order  of  new  designs  gives  us  a  clue  as  to 
importance  of  each  denomination.  Half  dollars  and  half 
eagles  had  new  designs  prepared  in  1807,  cents  and 
quarter  eagles  in  1808,  and  halfcents  and  dimes  in  1809. 
Quarters  were  first  produced  with  the  new  design  in 
1815  and  half  dimes  in  1829.  In  1834  Chief  Engraver 
William  Kneass  borrowed  Reich’s  Classic  Head  for  use 
on  the  new  series  of  gold  quarter  eagles  and  half  eagles.

For  many  years  at  Empire  Coin  Co.,  Inc.,  the -writer 
and  James  F.  Ruddy  would  buy  each  and  every  “nice” 
Braided  Hair  half  cent  1849-1857  offered  to  us,  in  VF, 
EF,  or  AU  grade,  provided  that  the  price  enabled  a  profit 
to  be  made.  Sometimes  we  would  accumulate  a  half 
dozen  or  so  of  a  given  date,  but  they  would  soon  be  sold. 
And  so  it  is  today.  We  buy  such  pieces  when  we  can, 
never  gaining  much  of an  inventory,  as  they  sell  quickly. 

Today,  it  would  seem  that  putting  together  a  full  set 
of  circulation  strike  issues  of  the  Braided  Hair  half  cent 
would  be  a  fescinating  pursuit — one  for  you  to  give  a  try! 
Here  are  the  varieties  you  need,  none  of  them  being 
particularly  expensive:  1849  Large  Date,  1850,  1851, 
1853,  1854,  1855,  1856,  and  1857.

GRADING  BY  THE  NUMBERS:  An  early  effort  at  creating  a  numerical  sc^e  for 
grading  coins  was  published  by  Alfred  Reschke,  “Rating  Coins  on  a  Percentile  Scale,”  in  the 
Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine,  October  1 937.  The  system  started  at  66,  which  was  the 
lowest  example  of  a  Poor  coin,  with  each  level  having  five  numbers:  Poor  (66  to  70),  Fair 
(71  to  75),  Good  (76  to  80),  Fine  (81  to  85),  Superior  (86  to  90),  Excellent  (91  to  95),  and 
Uncirculated  (96  to  100).  “It  might  be  desirable  for  some  central  agency,  such  as  the 
American  Numismatic  Association,  to  publish,  after  due  research  and  deliberation,  an 
illustrated  rating  scale  in  which  all  classes  of  coins  from  Uncirculated  to  Very  Poor  would 
be  listed...,  described  in  some  detail,  and  illustrated  with...typical  coins  showing  what  each 
class  should  approximately  be  like.”  •  Reschke  was  ahead  of  his  time.  The  first 
photographic  guide  was  Photograde,  by  James  F.  Ruddy  in  1 970,  followed  at  the  end  of  the 
decade  by  the  ANA  Official  Grading  Guide  to  U.S.  Coins.

COMMENTARY  FROM  1 885; The  Keystone  Stamp  and  Coin  Gazette,  October  1 885, 
gave  this  advice:  “The  half  and  quarter  dollars  which  have  been  struck  since  1878  are  good 
property  to  lay  by.  The  few  which  were  coined  (Proofs  excepted)  were  delayed  until  the 
last  days  of  December  each  year,  and  it  is  seldom  that  any  of  them  are  found  in  circulation. 
In  the  numismatic  market  they  now  readily  command  double  face.”

There  are  a  few  hundred  1823  restrike  cents  in 
numismatic  hands — enough  that  just  about  any  moti¬ 
vated  buyer  can  own  one.  The  piece  offered  here  is  far 
above  average  in  quality — reflective  of  the  effort  we 
expend  to  track  down  nice  coins. 

After  large  copper  cents  were  bst  minted  in  1857, 
there  arose  a  popular  passion  for  coUecring  them.  It  soon 
developed  that  ofaU  of  the  later  dates,  the  era  1 8 1 6- 1 857 , 
the  1823  was  by  flir  the  hardest  to  find  (second  hardest 
was  1821,butatadistance).  Anold  1823  cent  die,  rusted 
and  cracked,  was  found,  possibly  in  the  hands  ofjoseph 
J.  Mickley,  the  Warner  family,  or  one  or  another  of  the 
Philadelphians  who  owned  old  dies — rescued  from  the 
Mint’s  practice  of  selling  such  items  as  “scrap  iron.” 
Apparently,  this  was  a  single  die — ^with  no  matching 
reverse.  However,  a  generally  similar  reverse  was  found, 
from  an  earlier-dated  cent  (as  later  students  of  die  vari¬ 
eties  would  determine).  These  dies  were  mated,  and 
restrikes  were  made. 

With  the  prominent  obverse  die  crack,  raised  areas 
of  the  coin  from  rust  in  the  dies,  later  polish  marks,  etc., 
the  1 823  restrike  would  deceive  hardly  anyone.  In  time, 
rather  than  being  a  substitute  for  an  1823  cent  in  a 
specialized  collection,  the  restrike  was  collected  as  such 
in  its  own  right.  For  many  years  the  1823rescrikehashad 
its  own  listing  in  the  Guide  Book,  and  virtually  all  numis¬ 
matists  who  collect  cents  of  the  1 820s  either  own  one  or 
hope  to  someday.

Collection  of  Coins 

We  give  below  a  description  of  the  collection  of  Maj.  C.P.  Nichols,  of  Springfield,  MA,  to 
show  what  comprises  a  fine  collection  of  coins; 

Cabinet; 

This  cabinet  is  made  of  mahogany,  3  feet  3  inches  in  height,  2  feet  2  inches  wide,  1  foot 
3  inches  deep,  marble  top,  folding  doors  paneled  and  beaded.  There  are  47  drawers,  lined 
with  black  velvet  and  cotton  flannel,  so  arranged  that  no  space  is  lost  between  them,  the  sides 
of  the  cabinet  being  grooved  to  receive  the  lips  on  each  end  of  the  drawers. 

The  collection  consists  of  coins  and  medals  as  follows  [American  coins  excerpted  from 
longer  list];

50  gold  coins,  among  which  are  early  American. 

Nichols  lived  on  and  enjoyed  his  coins  for  years  afterward.  This  was  published  in  The  Coin 
Cabinet,  February  1906; 

On  Sunday,  November  12th,  1905,  there  passed  away  at  Springfield,  Massachusetts, 
Major  Charles  Porter  Nichols,  one  of  America’s  most  prominent  numismatists  and  our 
beloved  friend.  Born  in  Oxford,  Mass.,  in  1 822  of  good  old  New  England  stock,  he  became 
through  hard  work,  and  the  strictest  of  integrity  and  faithfulness,  one  of  the  most  noted 
railroad  men  in  the  country. 

As  paymaster  of  various  railroads  for  over  40  years,  millions  of  dollars  passed  through 
his  hands,  and  at  no  time  in  his  career  were  his  accounts  found  wanting  in  so  much  as  a  single 
penny.  His  name  was  synonymous  for  probity  of  purpose  and  kindness  of  nature,  and  in  our 
entire  experience  of  25  years  we  never  have  met  with  a  person  more  enthusiastic  or  devoted 
to  his  chosen  hobby.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  Major  Nichols  at  his  home  during  our 
last  visit  to  the  East,  and  his  death  came  to  us  as  a  sudden  blow.  Major  Nichols  left  a  widow 
who  had  been  his  loving  companion  since  1853,  but  no  children,  one  daughter  having  died 
about  30  years  ago,  while  his  only  son  died  while  still  under  two  years  old.

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The  Vermont  Sesquicentennial  Half  Dollar  and  the  Catamount  Tavern 


(coiilimit'djram  pa^f  1) 

wooden  building  located  on  the  crest  of  a 
small  hill  north  of  Bennington.  A  stuffed 
catamount  displayed  on  top  of  a  20-foot 
pole  in  front  gave  the  tavern  its  name. 

The  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  felt  that 
a  building  would  not 
be  appropriate  for 
the  reverse  design, 
nor  would  the 
Bennington  obelisk. 

The  suggestion  was 
made  that  an  actual 
catamount  (the 
Canada  lynx,  a  large 
cat  related  to  the 
puma  and  mountain 
lion)  or  a  motif  de¬ 
picting  the  trophies 
of  battle  (flags,  arms, 
and  regaha)  would  be 
more  appropriate. 

Keck  drew  two 
sketches  with  cata¬ 
mounts  and  one  with 
the  implements  of 
war.  One  of  the  cata¬ 
mount  motifs  was 
accepted,  showing  a 
large  catlike  animal 

of  uncertain  species,  which  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  history  of  Vermont  being  com¬ 
memorated  but  was  a  rebus  for  the  Cata¬ 
mount  Tavern,  a  subtlety  lost  on  just  about 
everyone  who  saw  it.  The  final  design  was 
criticized  not  only  by  the  Vermont  Sesqui- 
centennial  Commission  but  also  by  numis¬ 
matists. 

As  for  the  Catamount  Tavern  itself,  the 
January  1872  American  Historical  Record 
(Vol.l,  No.l)  reported  the  following: 

On  the  30*  of  March  1871  the  old 
“Catamount  Tavern”  House,  which  had 
long  been  the  most  notable  relic  of  early 
rimes  in  the  Center  Village  of  Bennington, 
Vermont,  was  burnt  to  the  ground.  It  had 
been  unoccupied  for  a  short  time  and  the 
origin  of  the  fire  is  unknown.  The  house, 
which  was  in  a  tolerable  state  of  preserva¬ 
tion,  had  been  buUt  over  a  hundred  years, 
having  been  erected  by  Captain  Stephen 
Fay,  a  year  or  two  prior  to  1770.  It  was  a 
wooden  building  about  44  feet  by  34,  two 
stories  high,  havii^  two  high  chimneys  with 
high  fireplaces  in  each  story,  besides  which 
there  was  a  very  large  fireplace  in  the  cellar 
or  basement,  part  of  which  was  used  as  a 


wash  room,  and  a  cook  room  as  occasion  re¬ 
quired.  The  two  chimneys  are  now  standing 
(Autumn  of  1871)  exhibiting  their  spacious 
fireplaces,  with  heavy  iron  cranes  in  those  of 
the  lower  story  and  basement.  On  the  marble 
mantle  of  one  of  the  fireplaces  the  words 
“Council  room”  appear,  cut  there  in  early

times.  On  the  top  of  the  high  sign  post  was 
placed  the  stuffed  skin  of  a  Catamount,  from 
which  came  the  name  of  the  house,  though  in 
its  early  days  it  was,  in  accordance  with  the 
custom  of  the  time,  more  generally  spoken  of 
as  “Landlord  Fay’s.” 

During  the  period  of  the  early  settlement  of 
the  state,  the  house  was  a  great  resort  for  trav¬ 
ellers  and  emigrants,  and  it  was  also  widely 
known  as  the  Headquarters  of  the  settlers  in 
their  contest  with  the  New  York  land  claim¬ 
ants.  It  was  the  home  ofEthan  Allen  for  several 
years  from  1770,  when  he  first  came  to  the 
“New  Hampshire  Grants,”  as  Vermont  was 
then  called.  The  settlers  held  their  lands  under 
grants  firom  New  Hampshire,  to  which  the  ter¬ 
ritory  was  supposed  to  belong,  but  in  1764  the 
King,  by  an  order  in  council,  placed  them  un¬ 
der  the  jurisdiction  of  New  York.  Whereupon 
the  governor  of  that  province  declared  their 
titles  to  be  void,  and  regranted  their  lands  to 
speculators,  who  recovered  judgements  in  the 
New  York  courts  against  the  setders,  and  sent 
their  sheriffs  and  posses  to  execute  them,  who 
were  resisted  by  the  occupants  and  forcibly 
prevented  from  obtaining  possession.  This 
controversy  raged  for  yean,  and  the  setders  ap¬ 
pointed  committees  of  safety  before  whom  of¬ 


fenders  against  the  integrity  of  their  titles, 
styled  “Yorkers,”  were  brought  for  trial.  On 
conviction  they  were  variously  punished, 
sometimes  by  banisliment  fi-om  the  territory, 
and  sometimes  by  whipping  on  the  naked 
back,  a  mode  of  punishment  for  crime  then  in 
common  use  throughout  the  country.  The  lat¬ 
ter  punisliment,  in  allusion  to  the  Great  Seal  of 
the  Governor  of  New  Hampshire  affixed  to 
their  charter  rides,  and  to  the  instrument  with 
which  it  was  commonly  inflicted,  the  settlers 
humorously  called  “the  application  of  the  beech 
seal." 

Another  mode  of  punishment  was  devised 
for  one  offender  residing  within  their  own 
limits.  One  Doctor  Samuel  Adams  of  Arling¬ 
ton,  who  had  held  his  lands  under  a  New 
Hampshire  charter,  suddenly  be¬ 
came  an  open  advocate  of  the  New 
York  title,  advising  his  neighbors  to 
purchase  it.  This  tended  to  weaken 
the  opposition  to  New  York  by  pro¬ 
ducing  division  among  the  settlen, 
and  he  was  repeatedly  warned  to  de¬ 
sist  firom  such  discourse.  But  he  per¬ 
sisted  in  his  offensive  language,  and 
arming  himself  with  pistols  and 
other  weapons,  threatened  death  to 
any  one  who  should  molest  him. 
"What  followed  is  related  in  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  a  contemporary:  “The 
Doctor  was  soon  taken  by  surprise, 
and  carried  [15  nules]  to  the  Green 
Mountain  [Landlord  Fay’s]  tavern, 
at  Bennington,  where  the  committee  heard  his 
defence,  and  then  ordered  him  to  be  tied  in  an 
armed  chair  and  hoisted  up  to  the  sign  (a 
catamount’s  skin  stuffed,  sitting  upon  the  sign  post, 
25 feet from  the  ground,  with  laige  teeth,  looking  and 
grinning  towards  New  York)  and  there  to  hang 
two  hours,  in  sight  of  the  people,  as  a  punish¬ 
ment  merited  by  his  enmity  to  the  rights  and 
hberty  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  Grants.  The  judgment  was  executed,  to 
the  no  small  merriment  of  a  large  concourse  of 
people.  The  Doctor  was  let  down  and  dis¬ 
missed  by  the  committee,  with  an  admonition 
to  go  and  sin  no  more.  This  mild  and  exem¬ 
plary  disgrace  had  a  salutary  efiect  on  the  Doc¬ 
tor  and  many  others.”  Dr.  Adams,  on 
Burgoyne’s  invasion,  became  a  violent  tory, 
and  fled  to  Canada,  from  which  he  never  re¬ 
turned. 

When  Sir.  Wm.  Tryon,  governor  of  New 
York  in  177 1 ,  issued  a  proclamation  offering  a 
reward  of  20  pounds  each  for  the  apprehension 
ofEthan  Allen,  Remember  Baker  and  Robert 
Cochran  for  their  riotous  opposition  to  the 
New  York  government,  they  retahated  by 
publishing  over  their  names  a  counter  procla¬ 
mation  offering  a  reward  of  15  pounds  for 
James  Duane  and  10  pounds  for  John  Kemp, 


their  two  leading  land-claiming  antagonists, 
styling  them  “those  common  disturbers  of  the 
public  peace,”  the  rewards  so  payable  on  their 
being  brought  to  “Landlord  Fay’s  at 
Bennington.”  Colonel  Ethan  Allen  was  so¬ 
journing  at  the  “Catamount  Tavern”  in  the 
spring  of  1775  and  from  the  “Council 
Room”  of  that  house  went  forth  his  order  of 
May  3*,  for  mustering  the  Green  Mountain 
Boys  for  the  capture  of  Ticonderoga  which 
was  effected  seven  days  afterwards  in  the  name 
of  “the  great  Jehovah  and  the  Continental 
Congress.” 

In  this  noted  tavern  house  sat  the  Vermont 
Council  of  Safety  during  the  trying  campaign 
of 1777  guiding  and  directing  the  patriotic  ex¬ 
ertions  of  the  Green  Mountain  Boys  to  stem 
the  torrent  of  Bui^yne’s  invasion;  and  here 
also  Stark  and  Warner,  with  the  aid  of  the 
council,  planned  the  famous  attack  on  Baum’s 
entrenchments,  where  was  won  the  brilliant 
victory  of  Bennington,  which  turned  the  cur¬ 
rent  of  success  from  the  British  to  the  Ameri¬ 
can  amis,  and  was  followed  in  a  few  weeks,  by 
the  capture  of  Burgoyne  and  his  army  at 
Saratoga.  Captain  Fay,  the  proprietor  of  the 
house  had  five  sons  in  the  Battle  of 
Bennington  one  of  whom  was  killed.  On  be¬ 
ing  told  that  one  of  his  sons  had  fallen  in  the 
fight,  the  venerable  patriot,  through  liis  deep 
grief  “thanked  God  that  he  had  a  son  who  was 
willing  to  die  for  liis  country.” 

Here,  in  1778,  was  tried  and  condemned, 
one  Daniel  Redding,  a  traitor  and  spy;  and  in 
a  field  in  front  of  the  house  a  gallows  had 
been  erected,  and  a  great  crowd  had  as¬ 
sembled  to  see  him  executed.  But  on  the 
morning  fixed  for  the  execution,  the  Gover¬ 
nor  and  Council  granted  him  a  reprieve  for 
one  week,  for  the  reason  that  he  had  been 
tried  by  a  jury  of  six,  while  by  the  common 
law  there  ought  to  have  been  twelve.  The 
multitude,  who  as  well  as  the  six  jurors,  had 
condemned  the  traitor,  were  clamorous  at 
their  disappointment,  and  violence  was  seri¬ 
ously  apprehended,  whereupon  Col.  Ethan 
Allen,  who  had  just  returned  from  his  long 
English  captivity,  mounted  a  stump  and  wav¬ 
ing  his  hat  and  exclaiming  attention  the  whole!, 
proceeded  to  announce  the  reasons  which 
produced  the  reprieve,  advised  the  multitude 
to  depart  peaceably  to  their  habitations,  and 
to  return  on  the  day  fixed  by  the  Governor 
and  Council,  adding,  with  an  oath,  “you 
shall  see  somebody  hung  at  all  events,  for  if 
Redding  is  not  then  hung  I  will  be  hung 
myself.”  Upon  this  uproar  ceased  and  the 
crowd  dispersed.  Redding  having  been  after¬ 
wards  tried  and  condemned  by  a  jury  of 
twelve,  was  hung  on  the  day  to  which  his  re¬ 
prieve  had  been  granted,  in  accordance  with 
Allen’s  prediction.

The  1 900-0/CC  overmintmark  has  been  known  to 
numismatists  for  many  decades,  but  it  was  not  until  the 
1 950s  that  a  widespread  demand  arose  for  it.  Five  differ¬ 
ent  reverse  die  varieties  are  known,  distinguishable  by 
slight  positional  differences  in  the  overlapping  mintmarks.

In  Mint  State  the  1881  is  a  formidable  rarity. 
Apparently,  no  more  than  a  handfol  were  deliberately 
saved  by  numismatists,  as  Proofs  were  readily  available. 
In  his  1975  study  David  W.  Akers  was  able  to  locate 
only  one  auction  appearance  of  a  Mint  State  coin  and 
had  never  seen  one  personally!  However,  since  1986 
over  a  dozen  have  been  certified  in  Mint  State.  The 
reader  may  form  his  or  her  own  opinions,  but  it  seems 
likely  that  resubmissions  (due  to  the  value  of  this 
particular  date)  and,  possibly,  liberal  grading  have  in¬ 
flated  the  figure. 

In  circulated  grades  we  estimate  that  only  about  25 
to  35  exist,  with  such  pieces  being  nearly  as  hard  to  find 
as  Proofs!  As  David  Akers  points  out,  some — possibly 
most — EF  and  AU  coins  are  impaired  Proofs.

There  were  a 
minimum  of  inscriptions,  classic  Greco-Egyptian  pro¬ 
file  of  Athena  in  full  panoply,  the  date  in  Roman  numer¬ 
als,  and  a  naturalistic  owl  in  a  mass  ofwestem  pine  cones. 
Dolphins  fill  the  comers  of  the  octagonals....  In  an 
overaU  view,  the  arresting  feature  of  the  giant  gold  coins 
was  their  archaistic  treatment  of  details  and  relief.  Athena’s 
crest,  wreath,  curls,  and  aegis  imitate  the  work  of  an 
ancient  bronze.  The  bead  and  reel  between  the  outside 
rims  comes  from  Greek  architecture,  and  a  form  of  the 
lettering  around  the  rim  recalls  Roman  sestertii  of  the 
Empire  or  papal  medallions  of  the  Cinquecento.  These 
coins  were  a  tour  de  force,  dated  to  be  sure,  but  unusual 
enough  in  all  respects  to  be  worthy  of  what  American 
numismatic  art  could  achieve  when  creativity  and  Mint 
technique  worked  in  unison.”

Tlie  Story  of  the  $50  Coins 

Although  the  idea  of  having  the  S50  pieces 
coined  at  a  site  on  the  grounds  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition  had  been  consid¬ 
ered,  this  did  not  come  to  pass.  Onjune  15,  1915, 
the  first  octagonal  $50  pieces  were  struck  in  a 
special  ceremony  held  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  in 
the  venerable  structure  for  which  the  cornerstone 
had  been  laid  in  1870  and  which  was  the  only 
building  in  its  area  to  survive  the  earthquake  and 


fire  in  April  1906.  Utilized  was  a  large  medal  press 
that  had  been  shipped  for  this  purpose  from  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Mint. 

An  account  was  kept  of  the  first  several  dozen  pieces 
produced.  T.W.H.  Shanahan,  superintendent  ofthe  San 
Francisco  Mint,  struck  the  first  $50  coin,  which  was  later 
put  into  a  complete  set  of  Panama-Pacific  coins  given  to 
Charles  C.  Moore,  president  of  the  Exposition.  Various 
officials  and  guests  produced  the  fint  29  pieces  with  the 
remainder  of  the  first  1 00  being  made  by  Mint  employ¬ 
ees. 

1,509  octagonal  $50  pieces  and  1,510  round  ver¬ 
sions  were  subsequently  minted.  Sales  were  not  up  to 
expectations,  and  after  November  1916  a  quantity 
amounting  to  855  octagonal  pieces  went  to  the  melting 
pot,  leaving  a  net  issuance  of  645  pieces.  Additionally, 
1,015  examples  of  the  round  $50  were  reduced  to 
bullion,  leaving  a  net  issuance  of  just  483  pieces,  a 
number  which  was  to  remain  the  lowest  distribution 
quantity  figure  for  any  United  States  commemorative 
coin. 

Getting  Ready  to  Ship  the  Coins 

Onjune  28, 1915,  numismatist  and  concessionaire 
Farran  Zerbe  sent  out  the  following  notice  to  those  who 
had  ordered  coins:  “On  account  of  the  breaking  of  the 
dies  for  the  round  $50  piece  and  the  closing  ofthe  Mint 
for  end  of  fiscal  year  settlement,  delivery  of complete  sets 
of  commemorative  coins  and  quantity  lots  of gold  dollars 
will  be  delayed  until  aboutjuly  1 5.  We  can  make  imme¬ 
diate  delivery  of  silver  $.50,  gold  $2.50,  and  gold  $50 
octagonal.  We  regret  the  delay  in  filling  your  order,  but 
the  fault  has  not  been  oun,  as  nothing  has  been  left 
undone  by  the  Exposition  to  facilitate  production.  Your 
order  is  appreciated  and  we  assure  you  it  will  go  forward 
from  our  first  supplies.” 

The  same  announcement  noted  that  “it  is  being 
arranged  to  deliver  complete  sets  of  these  coins  in  form 
for  preservation  and  public  display — a  single  set  showing 
one  side,  and  a  double  set  showing  both  obverse  and 
reverse — ^with  printed  description  of  the  artists’  inter¬ 
pretation  ofthe  designs,  all  arranged  in  a  velvet-covered 
tray  and  mounted  under  glass  in  a  hammered  metal 
frame. ...” 

A  Letter  to  Banks 

On  August  16, 1915,  Farran  Zerbe  sent  out  a  draft 
for  a  su^ested  form  letter  or  advertisement  to  be  repro¬ 
duced  and  used  by  financial  institutions  in  connection 
with  Panama-Pacific  coins.  Banks  were  encouraged  to 
order  same  for  local  display.  The  letter  stated  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

“In  the  series  of  commemorative  coins  autho¬ 
rized  by  Act  of  Congress  for  the  Panama-Pacific  In¬ 
ternational  Exposition,  there  is  seen  for  the  first  time 
a  $50  gold  piece  authorized  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States.  The  issue  of  this  denomination  is  lim¬ 
ited  to  not  over  3,000  pieces,  and  it  is  provided  that 
one-half  the  issue  shall  be  octagonal  in  shape.  These 
are  the  first  octagonal  coins  to  be  produced  by  our 
government. 

“The  coining  ofthe  first  $50  gold  piece  was  an  event 
of  considerable  celebration  and  local  interest  at  the  San 
Francisco  Mint.  Representatives  of  the  government, 
state,  city,  and  Exposition,  together  with  notable  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  foreign  governments,  were  present  at  the 
coining.  In  addition  to  the  two  shapes  of  the  $50  gold 
pieces,  there  are  included  in  this  series  one  half  dollar  in 
silver  and  one  dollar  in  gold  and  two-and-one-half 
dollars  in  gold.  On  the  gold  dollars  appears  an  artist’s 
ideal  ofLabor,  this  being  the  first  time  the  sons  of  toil  had 
been  honored  on  the  coinage  of  any  nation.  A  complete 
set  of  these  coins  is  now  on  public  exhibition  at  the 

banking  rooms  of - [space  to  be  filled  in  by  the 

local  bank].  All  are  invited  to  see  this  set  of  interesting 
coins....” 

This  commentary  concerning  “the  first  time”  was 
not  quite  true,  for  in  the  early  1850s  the  United  States 
Assay  Office  of  Gold,  under  the  U.S.  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment,  had  issued  thousands  of  octagonal  $50  coins. 

Sales  Efforts  and  Results 

The  octagonal  $50  pieces  were  more  popular  than 
the  round  ones  at  the  Exposition.  More  of  these  were 
sold  singly  and  in  boxed  sets  (containing  the  tliree  lower 
denominations  and  the  buyer’s  choice  of  one  $50  vari¬ 
ety),  as  it  seemed  to  the  typical  buyer  that  the  eight-sided 
coin  was  more  distinctive  in  shape  and  a  better  reminder 
of  the  Gold  Rush  days  than  a  round  piece. 

The  reception  by  numismatists  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific  coins  was  uniformly  favorable,  and  undoubtedly 
at  least  a  1 00  or  so  five-piece  sets  were  distributed  in  such 
channels,  but  most  of  the  approximately  300  sets  even¬ 
tually  sold  seem  to  have  gone  to  wealthy  citizens  in  the 
San  Francisco  area,  convention  officials,  bankers  (par¬ 
ticularly  true  of  the  framed  sets  sold  later),  and  members 
of  the  general  public.  Farran  Zerbe  kept  the  Coin  and 
Medal  Department  open  through  at  least  November 
1916,  at  which  time  he  tallied  sales,  determined  how 
many  coins  of  various  denominations  he  should  retain 
for  later  wholesaling  as  well  as  his  own  retail  trade,  and 
returned  tfie  balance  to  the  Treasury  to  be  converted  to 
bullion. 

In  later  years  the  Panama-Pacific  coins  main¬ 
tained  their  value,  and  soon  thereafter  began  to  in¬ 
crease.  The  $50  pieces  in  particular  were  highly  de¬ 
sired,  and  within  five  years  after  the  termination  of 
original  sales,  a  set  containing  all  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific  coins,  originally  sold  at  $200,  was  valued  in  the 
$300  to  $400  range. 

With  the  coming  of  age  of  the  coin  hobby  in  the 
1930s,  the  Panama-Pacific  coins  became  highly  trea¬ 
sured.  Today,  at  the  beginning  ofthe  new  miUennium, 
such  pieces  are  rarer  and  more  desired  than  ever!

This  token,  rare  in  its  own  right  and  even  rarer  as  one 
of  the  few  early  tokens  available  from  the  state  of  Ver¬ 
mont,  was  struck  from  very  crude  dies — which, 
numismatically,  makes  such  pieces  all  the  more  desir¬ 
able.

Obverse:  The  inscription  LIBERTAS  AMERI¬ 
CANA  is  in  an  arc  above,  4JUIL.  1776  is  in  the  exergue 
below.  At  the  center  is  the  head  o£ Libertas  Americana, 
a.k.a.  Miss  Liberty,  freing  left,  with  rich  tresses  of  hair 
flowing  behind,  set  against  a  liberty  cap  on  pole.  The  top 
of the  pole  is  seen  below  her  neck,  and  the  end  of  the  pole 
with  cap  behind  her  hair  to  the  upper  right. 

Reverse:  With  inscription  NON  SINE  DIIS 
ANIMOSUS  INFANS  (the  infrnt  is  not  bold  without 
divine  aid)  above,  17  OCT.  1777  and  19  OCT.  1781. 
The  allegorical  motif  on  the  reverse  is  a  fine  example  of 
the  engraver’s  art.  Minerva,  clad  in  breastplate  and  plumed 
helmet,  holds  a  shield  bearing  the  fleur  de  lys  of  France. 
The  infant  Hercules  (representing  the  new  American 
nation)  kneels  in  the  protective  shadow  of  Minerva’s 
shield,  grasping  a  strangled  serpent  in  each  tiny  fist.  The 
reptiles  represent  the  defeats  of  General  “Gentleman 
Johnny”  Burgoyne  (17  October,  1777)  and  General 
George  Cornwallis  (19  October,  1781).  The  British  lion 
stands,  forepaws  upon  Minerva’s  shield.  Its  tail  is  be¬ 
tween  its  rear  legs,  a  heraldic  signal  of  cowardice  or 
defeat,  as,  indeed,  it  may  also  be  in  nature.  In  some  1 9th- 
century  accounts  (citations  on  request  to  the  successful 
bidder)  this  particular  breed  of  cat  has  been  called  incor¬ 
rectly  a  leopard  or  a  panther. 

About  the  engraver:  Augustin  Dupre  was  bom  in 
St.  Etienne,  province  Loire,  France,  on  October  6, 
1748.  As  a  young  man  he  was  an  apprentice  in  the 
making  of  firearms,  where,  among  other  skills,  he  learned 
engraving.  In  1768  he  moved  to  Paris,  where  he  worked 
under  an  engraver  and  die  sinker,  soon  becoming  recog¬ 
nized  for  his  own  expertise.  In  addition,  he  did  chasing 
and  engraving  work  on  jewelry,  objets  d’art,  and  sculp¬ 
ture,  some  of  this  in  the  employ  ofjacques  Clamier.  His 
artistry  on  an  elegantly  decorated  and  embellished  writ¬ 
ing  desk  for  the  Empress  Maria  Louisa  attracted  wide 
admiration. 

Soon,  he  focused  upon  medallic  art,  and  in  time  he 
achieved  great  fame.  His  work  included  portraits  of 
Louis  XVI,  Napoleon,  and  other  frmous  French  person¬ 
ages,  as  well  as  work  on  coinage  dies.  In  1791  he  was 
named  as  the  engraver  general  at  the  Paris  Mint,  which 
during  that  era  was  known  worldwide  for  the  artistry  of 
its  products.  It  was  natural  that  during  and  after  the 
American  Revolution,  the  Paris  Mint  would  be  the 
source  for  medals  of  a  high  order  of  artistry,  as  there  was 
Utde  capability  in  the  United  States  for  engraving  and,  in 
particular,  for  striking  large-format  pieces. 

In  1 889  sketches  by  him  were  donated  by  his  frmily 
to  the  Boston  PubUc  Library  and,  per  an  item  in  the 
American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  included  “some  of  his 
original  drawings,  models,  dies,  and  essays,  relating  to 
work  done  on  medals  for  the  United  States,  and  more 
especially  in  reference  to  the  medals  of  FrankUn.”

In  June,  1882.,  Mason’s  Coin  Collectors’  Herald  Voi. 
IV,  Ebenezer  Locke  Mason,  Jr.,  included  this  reminis¬ 
cence  of  Dickeson  and  others: 

“Strange  numismatic  coincidences  occur  at  times, 
and  strange  incidents  are  not  infrequent  in  the  career  of 
a  numismatist.  In  the  spring  of  1860  the  writer  was 


searching  for  a  suitable  store  on  one  of  the  leading 
thoroughfares  of  Philadelphia  to  open  business  as  a  coin 
dealer.  After  several  days  of  fruitless  efforts  to  locate  in 
just  the  right  spot,  a  fiiend  su^ested  North  2nd  Street  as 
a  suitable  locality,  where  the  country  people  with  their 
wagons  lined  the  sidewalks  twice  a  week  to  dispose  of  the 
products  of  their  forms.  With  this  hint,  the  embryo  coin 
dealer  started  from  the  center  of  the  city  and  walked 
north  on  the  west  side  about  two  miles  without  finding 
a  store  suitable  for  his  business;  but  upon  returning  south 
on  the  east  side,  just  below  Buttonwood  Street,  his  eyes 
met  a  huge  placard  in  the  bulk  window  of  an  antique 
looking  store,  announcing  ‘This  Store  to  Let,  Apply  at 
211  Lombard  Street.’ 

“Losing  no  time  in  applying,  he  succeeded  in  secur¬ 
ing  the  store  for  one  year;  bu  t  preliminary  to  the  payment 
of  the  rent  the  landlord  inquired  for  what  purpose  the 
store  was  wanted — ‘for  the  coin  business,’  was  the  reply. 

“This  was  the  first  interview  we  had  and  the  first 
time  we  had  heard  ofMontroville  W.  Dickeson,  M.D., 
a  coin  collector  of  some  30  years  standing,  and  the  author 
of  a  large  Coin  Manual  that  had  appeared  the  previous 
year.  Strange  that  after  so  long  a  search,  the  coin  dealer 
should  happen  to  rent  a  store  of  a  numismatist  and  find 
in  the  landlord  the  first  patron  at  his  place  ofbusiness.  In 
a  few  days  we  opened  out,  displaying  the  numismatic 
treasures  we  had  been  gathering  for  several  years,  and 
Doctor  Dickeson  had  the  first  pick  from  the 
Washington’s,  the  ’93,‘99s,’04s,  &,  and  at  prices  that 
were  deemed  fobulous  by  the  inexperienced  dealer, 
receiving  as  he  did  $1  each  for  good  pieces  of  the  dates 
named,  which  scarcely  cost  over  two  cents  apiece  in  their 
collection.  Here  in  the  little  2nd  Street  store  we  formed 
the  acquaintance  of  Davis,  Fewsmith,  Nevil,  Faaet, 
Brechemin,  Gronberry,  Smith,  Carpenter,  Warner, 
Wilkins  and  hundreds  of  others;  some  of  whom  have 
been  patrons  of  ours  from  that  time  to  the  present. 

“In  this  litde  store  a  Granby  copper  was  picked  up 
for  ten  cents,  the  dealer  being  ignorant  of  its  value.  Here 
also  Faaet  purchased  of  us  a  pair  of  Uncirculated  1851 
and  1852  U.S.  dollan  for  $5  each.  Here  was  offered  by 
young  Eckfeldt  three  genuine  U.S.  1804  dollars  at  $70 
each,  and  nearly  all  the  rare  half  cents  in  dozens  of 
duplicates  were  purchased.  Here  also  Wm.  F.  Packer, 
the  governor  of  Pennsylvania,  resorted  to  complete  his 
valuable  collection.  Here  the  lateJ.J.  Mickley  visited  and 
passed  hours  of  social  intercourse,  and  at  this  coin  ren¬ 
dezvous  many  happy  hours  were  spent  with  the  collec¬ 
tors  of ‘auld  lang  syne.’”

Impressive  “Wheel  of  Fortune”  Casino  Device 
Evans  Gaming  Wheel.  Large  vertical  “wheel  of  for¬ 
tune”  made  by  Evans,  of  Chicago,  early  in  the  20th 
century — just  the  sort  of  device  that  would  have 
been  used  in  a  casino  in  Reno,  or  high  in  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  The  wheel,  about  six  feet  in  diameter, 
is  on  its  own  stand  and  is  displayed  in  a  vertical  po¬ 
sition.  The  wheel  is  ornamented  with  numbers  (re- 
sembhng  dice  faces)  and  mirrored  panels  and  is  a 
very  impressive  ensemble.  We  came  across  this  in  an 
antique  shop  in  Massachusetts  (where  it  still  is), 
wrote  a  check  for  it  on  the  spot,  and  now  offer  it  for 
sale.

1942  “experimental  cent”  related  pieces:  In  1942  the 
United  States  Mint  began  searching  for  a  suitable 
replacement  for  the  copper  cent.  Being  a  strategic 
war  material,  copper  was  in  high  demand.  Replace¬ 
ment  material  required  various  properties  to  simu¬ 
late  copper  as  closely  as  possible.  Private  companies 
were  contacted  to  explore  materials  as  diverse  as 
plastic  and  glass.  Special  dies  were  prepared  for  use 
in  the  testing  process.  The  firms  involved  provided 
sample  planchets  which  were  struck  with  these  dies. 
We  were  fortunate  to  acquire  a  small  quantity  of 
plastic  “Planchets”  or  disks  which  were  left  over 
from  one  of  the  private  companies  involved.
